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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF—1960 


On behalf of the Town, I wish to thank all those who 
took part in the construction of the Fire Station. In addition 
to those who contributed time and also worked for nominal 
wages, there are those who contributed materials. A gift of 
$200.00 was received from the Community Club. The High- 
way Department added the finishing touches to the yard. 
The confident support of the Selectmen was the deciding 
factor in the successful accomplishment of the project. 


No Fire Department can function properly without a 
building to house its equipment. The Town did much better 
than it planned on this, because the State Forestry Depart- 
ment was working on long range plans to strengthen its 
fire equipment. For many years Langdon has had three 
Special Deputy Fire Wardens who were available and train- 
ed to hold administrative positions on large forest fires. 
Therefore, when they had an adequate fire station too, it 
was logical for the Forestry Department to spot one of its 
tankers in the area. This tanker is for use on forest fires 
throughout the District and subject to the orders of the 
District Chief. But in return for housing it, and caring for 
it, the Town can use it on any local fires. 


No Fire Department can function properly without a 
good-sized group of able bodied men to run it. Fire is not 
a thing that happens to somebody else. It can happen to 
anybody. When fire strikes, almost everybody wants to help. 
At this point it becomes apparent that no matter how much 
practice has been achieved or how many fire drills have 
been attended, it is not enough. This is as true in New 
York City as it is in Langdon. 


Following a disastrous fire, usually some critical talk is 
circulated about the Fire Department and its members. 
These members are, without exception, dedicated and de- 
voted men, who have given their time, without charge, to 
protect their neighbors from fire. But it all boils down to 
one conclusion: not enough fire drills were held and not 


enough able bodied men attended them. In a town that does 
not pay its firemen, an able-bodied taxpayer can only blame 
himself if things go wrong. He personally should have been 
better prepared to meet the emergency. I guess every fire 
chief goes through this mental torture after every fire, 
disastrous or not. Every one else should. 
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I wish to speak of three things where service can be im- 
proved. Somebody must take the responsibility of getting 
ladders to a fire. This could be someone less active than the 
younger firemen. The second thing is a siren. The dial sys- 
tem of telephones, even with the red network, is pitifully 
inadequate as a fire alarm. The third thing is the danger of 
a bad traffic jam. Some system should be invented that 
would take care of this danger without calling on firemen 
to take care of it. 


We have made some progress during the year. The ade- 
quate housing of the equipment, the acquisition of a tanker 
to use, and the almost unbelievable speed up of getting the 
equipment rolling are benefits that are not to be under- 
estimated. But of course everything still depends on willing, 
active and interested men to make the Department success- 
ful.

Each year 200,000 fires burn over 30 
million acres in the United States. This represents 5 percent 
of our nation’s woodlands being wasted each year. Every 
fire takes its toll. Floods follow; stream flow is affected; 
timber, buildings, grazing and wildlife are destroyed—all 
because MANY are CARELESS with fire in and near wood- 
land. This can be remedied. YOU can put an end to this 
shameful waste! PREVENTION is YOUR business! 


YOU, whether YOU be a farmer, homemaker, business 
or professional man or woman, municipal, state or federal 
official, clerk or woodsman can play an important part in 
the continuing and vital prevention program. 


First—by setting a good example YOURSELF—being 
sensible and complying with the necessary laws and reg- 
ulations governing the use of fire in and near woodlands. 


Second—by using YOUR individual influence in your 
community and valued council with others in insisting and 
encouraging them to do likewise. 


The following simple rules may be used as a guide 
both for YOU and for them.

1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local 
forest fire warden—the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning—don’t 
leave it. 


3. Make certain your fire, camp or debris, is DEAD 
OUT before leaving it. 


4. Don’t throw down lighted matches, cigars and 
cigarettes from moving vehicles—make sure they are out— 
use your ash tray. 

5. Don’t burn at home—use your town dump and 
save yourself much possible difficulty, both personal and 
financial.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Langdon, I here- 
with submit my annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


Staff 


Miss Cleo Duncan and Mrs. Harvey Putnam returned 
this year as teachers in the Elementary Schools. The people 
of Langdon may consider themselves very fortunate in 
having two well qualified and experienced teachers to guide 
their children. Miss Duncan is Principal of the school and 
teaches the primary room. Mrs. Putnam has the upper 
grade room, grades four through seven. 


During this past year, Miss Duncan received six grad- 
uate credits from Keene Teachers College: “Graphic Arts” 
and “The Psychology of the Subnormal”. She also received 
three graduate credits from the University of New Hamp- 
shire: “The Elementary School Curriculum”. 


1961-1962 Enrollment 


An increased enrollment for next year makes it ad- 
visable for us to organize our building on a six grade plan. 
The seventh grade should be sent to Alstead as a tuition 
group. 


We expect nine pupils to enroll in the first grade next 
fall. This will give us an expected school enrollment of 
forty-five pupils. The rooms will be divided as follows: 
Primary Room—Miss Duncan—23 pupils (Grades 1, 2, 3) 
pebyges Grade Room—Mrs. Putnam—22 pupils (Grades 4, 

, 6) 


School Board Meetings 


The Langdon School Board has met regularly each 
month during the past year, with the exception of the 
months of July and August. Mr. Ira Huntley was elected 
chairman of the board this year. The members of the 
board should be commended on their fine work and genuine 
interest in the welfare of the school. 


School Improvements 


Last year a portion of the cellar was surfaced with 
concrete, making this area available for school activities. 
During the summer new fluorescent lights were installed 
in the basement and an emer ency fire escape built to in- 
sure the safety of the children. These improvements have 
made possible the use of this area for indoor play on rainy 
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days, for art work, and such other activities as the teachers 
may require. 


__ New drape curtains have been purchased for the east 
side in Mrs. Putnam’s room. These have improved the 
appearance of the classroom immeasureably. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S RECOMMENDATIONS 


Your superintendent would like to suggest the follow- 
ing for the consideration of the school authorities: 

1. That we take an active interest in the support of 
a class for mentally retarded children, this group to be 
financed by several towns in the Union, on a cooperative 
basis. It is hoped that the legislature will provide financial 
support for the cost of instruction at the State level. 

2. That as a part of our repair and maintenance pro- 
gram for the year, we include monies for the painting and 
redecorating of the exterior of the school building.The 
present condition of the building would seem to warrant 
this expenditure. 

School Costs 

School costs still continue to climb upwards. The cost 
of public school education is the concern of everyone, and 
will continue to be as long as we depend solely on the sup- 
port from the property owner. 

There are those who feel the public schools can operate 
on the same money as in previous years. School Depart- 
ments are faced with problems similar to those in present 
day business. Competition for quality teaching staffs in the 
face of teacher shortages is a major factor. Reduction in 
purchasing power of the dollar causes steady increasing 
costs for operation and maintenance of schools. 

State Reimbursement 

We are pleased to announce that the School District 
of Langdon has received a State Foundation Aid Grant of 
$7,151.01. This sum can be used, together with a tuition 
income of $280.00, to reduce the amount of money necessary 
to be raised by local taxation for the support of schools. 


In closing I wish to thank the teachers, School Board 
and citizens for their cooperation and support of our school. 
Parents may be justly proud of the Langdon School. Child- 
ren going on into high school enjoy their share of success 
and each year brings a new challenge to us.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


It has been necessary to make several changes in the 
room organization at the Sarah Porter School this past 
year. Normally, there are only six grades in this building; 
however, the board decided, because of a decrease in enroll- 
ment, to retain the seventh grade in the local school rather 
than send them to Alstead on a tuition basis. Since October 
we have had several incoming families resulting in an in- 
crease in our enrollment. Our present room distribution 
provides twenty-eight pupils in the Primary Room, grades 
one through four, and twenty-four pupils in the Upper 
Grade Room, grades five through seven. 


Reading is an important feature of any educational 
program and because of its importance our administration’s 
policy is: that a child repeat grades one or two, if necess- 
ary, in order to have a sound foundation in reading. (Many 
children who are six chronologically are not mature enough 
to learn to read.) This explains why boys and girls often 
repeat a grade in the primary room, but rarely in the 
intermediate room. 


A colored slide lecture was presented by Lorenz Gude 
about his trip to France and Switzerland. Mrs. Putnam’s 
pupils visited the new fire house under the guidance of 
George L. Porter. Miss Duncan’s pupils visited the woods 
to learn first hand about logging and forestry from George 
Benton Porter. We appreciate these educational experiences. 


* The children in the primary room visited the Shedd- 
Porter Memorial Library during Book Week. We are indebt- 
ed to Mrs. Laura McLane, Librarian, for this enriching 
experience and for the loan of 150 books during the year. 
We are also indebted to the Langdon Library, Mrs. Lydia 
Hatch and Mrs. Ruth Kemp, Librarians, and to the Book- 
mobile for many additional books which are a major con- 
tribution to the reading program. We received a very special 
sift from Miss Patricia Gude of forty-six Landmark books 
for our school library. x 
} The boys and girls in all seven grades are using the 
new science equipment that .was purchased last fall, a 
microscope, a thermometer, a rain guage, science records 
and film strips. Since the cellar was equipped with a fire 
escape and indirect lighting, we have’an excellent workshop 
for Science, Crafts and Recreation.. Mrs. Putnam’s pupils 
have made leather articles, Plaster of Paris plaques and 
button earrings; Miss Duncan’s pupils have done silk- 
screening and leaf prints in Plaster of Paris.

Last spring the children took an interest in beautifying 
the school grounds. With the assistance of Miss Harriet 
Whitton, we now have a lawn; the boys and girls did the 
trimming and weeded the tulips. 


George L. Porter, with several representatives from 
the New Hampshire Conservation Department visited the 
school. The boys and girls had an opportunity to meet 
Smokey, the bear, “in person” and join the club for the 
prevention of forest fires. Miss Duncan’s room depicted 
“Smokey” in snow sculpture for the Winter Carnival, spon- 
sored by the American Legion. The snow sculptures that 
were made by three committees from Mrs. Putnam’s room 
were “A Penny Saved is a Penny Earned’, “The Alamo”, 
and “The Future Automobile’. 


The fourth grade in Miss Duncan’s room have com- 
pleted the “History of Langdon” in colored slides. We are 
indebted to the following people for the loan of their slides 
for duplication: George L. Porter, Sidney H. Batchelder, 
George Benton Porter, Royal Holmes and Dr. Dorothy 
Spoerl. The children took about twenty-five slides of hist- 
orical places around Langdon. The lecture with eighty- 
nine slides were shown to the entire school, also the film 
“This Is Our Land—New Hampshire’. 


The school participated in the Memorial Day Exercises 
at the lower and upper cemeteries. Your teachers directed 
the Community Hallowe’en Party that was held at the 
school in October. We are grateful to Mrs. Walter Born- 
schein for the prizes and to the Parents’ Club for the 
refreshments. In December, Miss Duncan’s room presented 
the operetta “The Merry Christmas Snowman” and Mrs. 
Putnam’s room gave a program of Christmas songs and 
recitations for the Community Christmas Party. The 
Community Club provided the gifts and a tree; the Parents 
Club gave the children candy canes, and Santa visited. We 
wish to thank Mrs. George Bowhay, organist, for the 
operetta, and the local people who cooperated to make this 
such a delightful occasion. 


Although most of our school curriculum is centered 
around the teaching of the ‘fundamentals’, an honest en- 
deavor is made to challenge the more gifted and bright 
students. Miss Duncan’s group has been taking courses in 
Creative Writing and Typing. Their creative efforts are 
mimeographed periodically and their puppet plays, which 
the writers direct, are produced. 
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Two students were tested by Dr. Dorothy Spoerl. Miss 
Patricia Gude showed the students her science chart, a fac- 
simile of the respiratory system, and the “invisible man”. 
Rev. M. E. Corbett of Acworth presented an interesting 
talk about minerals and gave the children a fossil for their 
collection. 


We wish to thank our local School Board members and 
the citizens of Langdon for the wonderful spirit of coopera- 
tion that prevails in this community. We are also indebted 
to our Superintendent, Mr. Noyes Stickney, and our school 
Nurse, Miss Florence MaclIver, for their services and super- 
vision.

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SCHOOL NURSH’S REPORT 


In submitting my eighth annual report as School Nurse 
for Supervisory Union No. 5, I would like to cite some of 
the changes beneficial to the School Health Program which 
have been made during this eight year period. 


Kight years ago Supervisory Union No. 5 was made up 
of eight school districts in which there were a total of 22 
schools. In five of these districts heating and sanitary fac- 
ilities represented serious health problems. Heating these 
particular school buildings was next to impossible during 
the severe winter weather. The only persons in the school 
who could keep warm were those seated near the stove. 
In most instances the stove had to be fed frequently with 
chunk wood. I recall one severe winter when it was necess- 
ary to close the school buildings in one district for three 
weeks because they could not be heated. Frequently child- 
ren, of necessity, sat in school with heavy jackets and 
boots in order to keep warm. Sanitary facilities were at a 
minimum in these buildings. Water for drinking and hand 
washing was carried into these schools from a nearby water 
supply which had been tested and approved by the State 
Board of Health. Lighting in these buildings was also poor. 


Geographically these areas were widely separated and 
the large number of buildings necessitated miles of time 
consuming travel. This, in turn, curtailed the Nurse’s serv- 
ices to the children in school as weil as home visits and 
conferences with parents. 


Today Supervisory Union No. 5 is comprised of six 
school districts, one of which is a cooperative serving two 
communities. There is a total of nine buildings in the Union. 
Each of these buildings is equipped with modern heating 
units, excellent sanitary facilities and adequate lighting. 
Hot water is provided in ali buildings. The total environ- 
ment in the present school buildings is one conducive to 
good health and good habits. 


The smaller number of school buildings affords more 
time for the School Nurse to spend in the school, as well 
as more time for home calls and parent conferences, which 
are so important. 


New equipment to improve testing programs has been 
purchased. Namely: an Audiometer for hearing tests, an 
Orthorater for vision tests and a Wood’s light for detecting 
scalp ringworm. This equipment makes for greater accuracy 
in the testing programs. 
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Improvements such as those listed above certainly 
create a healthy environment which in turn makes for bet- 
ter education and more wholesome living. 


In conclusion I would like to extend my appreciation 
to all of you who have been so interested in the School 
Health Program and who have helped in so many ways.
